A group of leading Jewish 
erchants played a key role in 
e adoption of a Sunday clos- 
g law that national Jewish or- 
anizations condemned. 

The organizations called the 
w “unconstitutional” and “a 
jolation of the separation of 
hurch and state.” 

‘The merchants said the na- 
ional Jewish groups were “shed- 
ing crocodile tears” for the 
nefit of “a handful of big Sun- 
ay operators.” They contended 
housands of Jewish merchants 
re beaten down by this compe- 
ition and by “those who mis- 
interpret the law as a blue law.” 
THE LAW was recently adopt- 
in 12 out of 15 New Jersey 
unties. Sam Brown, the execu- 
ive director of the New Jersey 
ranch of the American Jewish 
ongress, told The POST and 
PINION, “The Jewish merch- 
nts supported the law as an 
asy to stop competition 
rom highway stores open on 
unday. They put business ahead 
f everything else and joined 
ith the Catholics and Protes- 
ants,” 

The American Jewish Con- 
ress opposed the law because 
t provides no exemption for Sat- 
rday Sabbath observers. The 
ongress was the only Jewish 
rganization mentioned by name 
n the ad. 

ADRIAN UNGER, the presi- 
ent of the New Jersey branch 
f the AJCongress, said he felt 
merchants were “certainly 
wrong.” The law has religious 
overtones since it forces non- 
hristians to follow the Chris- 
tian Sabbath. It’s a clear viola- 
tion of the separation of church 
and state. The AJCongress re- 
vealed to The POST and OPIN- 
ION that very soon it will be 
going into court with a test case 
to have the whole Sunday Clos- 
ing Law in the state declared un- 
constitutional. 

A few days before the elec- 
tion the merchants placed an 
ad in the Atlantic City Jewish 
Standard urging a “yes” vote 
by New Jersey voters on apply- 
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ing the Sunday Closing Law in 
their counties, 
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Sunday Closing Law Passage 
Helped by Jewish Merchants 


The ad was organized by Mor- 
ris Pesin, a Jersey City business- 
man active in Jewish affairs, 
and signed by 50 local merchants. 
Pesin said “this is an economic, 
not a religious issue. The law 
is needed to protect the city 
merchants who, because of local 
city and municipal ordinances 
must close on Sunday while these 
highway stores can stay open 
seven days a week. The law has 
nothing to do with the separa- 
tion of church and state.” Pesin 
said he sees nothing wrong with 
the government telling merch- 
ants when they should close their 
stores “when this is necessary,” 
and he also expressed some mis- 
givings about having an exemp- 
tion in the law for those who 
follow a Sabbath other than Sun- 
day. “The highway operators 
would just use such an exemp- 
tion to stay open on Sunday,” 
he said. 

RABBI ZEV SEGAL of New- 
ark calleé the pressure exerted 
by the Jewish merchants for the 
passing of the law “a sad com- 
mentary” and said such people 
‘need more Jewish awareness.” 

An exemption bill, supported 
by Jews throughout the state, 
failed to pass the New Jersey 
legislature recently. 





Germany Buys 


More Israeli Guns 


BONN (P-O)—West Germany 
has bought another shipment .of 
Uzi sub-machine guns from Is- 
rael. The Uzi was invented by 
an Israeli army lieutenant, and 
is generally conceded the finest 
sub-machine gun made. 

News of a previous arms sale 
to Germany stirred considerable 
indignation in many quarters, but 
polls showed 70 per cent of the 
Israeli populace approved.

Jewish Committee President 
Blasted by Klutznick, Prinz 
For Khrushchev Statement

NEW YORK (P-O) — A charge 
by Herbert B. Ehrmann, Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee president, 
that badly-handled public rela- 
tions was responsible for the fail- 
ure of national Jewish organiza- 
tions to meet Premier Khrush- 
chev on his recent American 
tour was blasted this week. 

Phillip Klutznick, head of the 
Presidents Conference, and Joa- 
chim Prinz, president of the 
American Jewish Congress, in 
separate parts of the country 
berated Ehrmann for his “irre- 
sponsible” statement. 


KLUTZNICK called Ehrmann’s 
statement “supercilious non- 
sense” and the “most damaging 
I have ever seen in my life.” 

Speaking at the annual B’nai 
Brith meeting here, Klutznick 
gave a day to day review of the 
Khrushchev affair starting when 
the story broke in the press up 
to date. 


He said that the representa- 
tives of the 21 organizations in 
the President’s Conference felt 
“just as keenly” the importance 
of protecting the position of So- 
viet Jews. Klutznick was re- 
ferring to allegations made by 
Ehrmann that the American Jew- 
ish Committee is the only group 
primarily concerned with the 
welfare of Jews in the Soviet 
Union. 

Klutznick stated ironically that

Wouk Accused of Ignorance About Judaism 


HE SAID he proposed that 
United Synagogue of America, 
the lay wing of the conservative 
movement, join the World 
Zionist Organization, “so that 
the Conservatives will not make 
the mistake of the Reform move- 
ment.” The Conservative move- 
ment has a tendency toward Or- 
thodoxy, Dr. Kapfan declared. 
“We must have a feeling of re- 
sponsibility for Israel,” he stat- 
ed. 

He will also urge the Reform 
movement to join the WZO. He

Speaking in San _ Francisco, 
Prinz said, “Except for the arro- 
gance implicit in his remarks, it 
is difficult to understand why 
the efforts of 21 organizations 
are called unwise whereas simi- 
lar efforts by the American Jew- 
ish Committee are described as 
prudent.” 


PRINZ DECLARED, “The 
American Jewish Committee 
while stringing along with us as 
‘observers’ continued their own 
private interventions.” Upset by 
Ehrmann’s statement, Prinz em- 


phatically declared, “I do not 
consider such behavior to be the 
platform of integrity from which 
the American Jewish Commit- 
tee can comfortably attack other 
agencies of the Jewish commun- 
ity.” 

“We do not accept the doc- 
trine of the American Jewish 
Committee that any organiza- 
tion or group of organizations in 
the U. S. can unilaterally become 





the ‘big brothers’ of world Jewry, 
The resentment of North Afri- 
can Jewry against the AJCom- 
mittee is a case in point,” Pring 
said. 

PRINZ SAID, “Most sinister 
are Ehrmann’s snide commeits 
on Zionists and Zionism and their 
role in this affair. If he had ia 
mind the question of the right 
ci Jews to emigrate from Russia 
let it be said at once that no >ne 
pressed for the right of emigra- 
tion to Israel and that all groups, 
including the AJCommittee, ap- 
proved the section of the state- 
ment dealing with emigration.” 

Prinz hit the AJCommittee’s in- 
sistence that Zionists should not 
have been included in the dele- 
gation that was to have met 
Khrushchev. He said this would 
exclude a very substantial por- 
tion of American Jewry and its 
leadership from any role in deal- 
ing with international problems 
affecting Jews. Prinz said some 
of the most meaningful contacts 
with Soviet officialdom on the 
highest levels have been by Zion- 
ists. Prinz apparently referred to 
Nahum Goldmann, president of 
the World Zionist Organization, 

KLUTZNICK declared that no 
releases or official statements 
were issued until after Khrush- 
chev left the country. “Even the 
statement made public after 
Khrushchev’s departure was with 
the full knowledge and agree- 
ment of the American Jewish 
Committee, who had observers 
on the ad hoc committee, al- 
though they refused to join the 
unified group,” Klutznick de 
clared. 

An attempt to get a reaction 
to Klutznick’s comments from the 
American Jewish Committee was 
not successful. 

Ehrmann made his charges re- 
cently at a four-day meeting 
of the executive committee of the 
American Jewish Committee in 
Washington. 





Intermarriage Blamed

SPEAKING IN a panel at 
Temple Emanuel, Judge Edward 
Pringle said the young people 
should avoid intermarriage, ac- 
cording to The Intermountain 
Jewish News.

Rabbi Earl Stone said that 
studies reveal that an over- 
whelming percentage of inter- 
married couples divorce as com- 
pared with marriages in the same 





religious group. He pointed out 
that mixed marriages add to the 
burdens of adjustment for wed- 
ded bliss.

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Restitution Payments 
Spurs Luxury Buying 
For Israeli Nazi Victims 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Israeli 
newspapers are featuring large 
advertisements extolling new au- 
tomobiles, tape recorders, wash- 
ing machines, hi-fi sets and re- 
frigerators. 

These ads for luxury goods are 
being aimed at the thousands of 
Israelis who are receiving Ger- 
man restitution payments for the 
crimes committed against them 
by the Nazis, according to the 
New York Times’ Israel corres- 
pondent Seth King. 

The Times reports that hun- 
dreds of new automobiles, motor 
scooters and motorcycles race 
through the streets. For the first 
time Israeli cities have joined 
much of the rest of the world 
in the dilemma of too much traf- 
fic and too few parking places, 
King writes. 

The pace of private apartment 
construction is increasing and 
prices for even the more modest 
flats have sharply risen. Real 
estate prices in Haifa increased 
more than 30 per cent in the first 
half of 1959, according to the 
Times. 

ABOUT $60,000,000 in individ- 
val restitution and indemnifica- 
tion payments will be sent to Is- 
raelis this year. At least $250- 
000,000 more is hoped for here 
before the West German Govern- 
ment’s restitution and indemni- 
fication program is finished. 

These payments to individuals 
are separate from the $70,000,000 
in reparations that the Israeli 





Government gets annually from 
Bonn as compensation for the 
Nazi crimes against the Jewish 
peoples as a whole. 

The influx of large sums of 
West German marks, which are 
readily converted to other cur- 
rencies has raised the standard 
of living for many Israelis. 

THE INDIVIDUAL payments 
are made for personal injuries, 
time spent in concentration 
camps, loss of earning power, 
loss of professional careers and 
loss of personal. and business 
property in Germany. 

The Israel Government cogniz- 
ant that the German restitution 
payments are an_ inflationary 
force, allows Israelis to keep 
only one-third of their payments 
in foreign currency. The rest 
must be sold to the Bank of Is- 
rael for pounds or invested in 
government securities at six per 
cent. 

But what an individual does 
with the one-third left is up to 
him, The Times states. He can 
travel abroad. There is a long 
list of foreign-made products he 
can import without a special per- 
mit. 

THE RESTITUTION payments 
have caused somewhat of a crisis 
in a number of kibbutzim. Most 
kibbutzim maintain that a mem- 
ber receiving restitution pay- 
ments must turn it over to the 
kibbutz. Rather than do this 
some kibbutz members have left

stop due to his disability. 

WHEN SETTING up a pro- 
gram it is also a good idea to 
allow more than what is barely 
needed to cover day to day living 
é€xpenses and set aside some ad- 
ditional income to meet medical 
expenses. Many rabbis carry hos- 
pital and surgical protection in 
addition to major disability, while 
others are protected in this re- 
spect by a special rider attacned 
to the major disability pclicy 
which provides for hospital and 
surgical care. 

Whichever plan is followed, the 
rebbi should try to arrive at the 


reost satisfactory arratigement

Church-Going Negro Baptist Is 
Atlantic City’s Leading Kosher Chef 


By JOE GROSSMAN 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.—This 
resort’s leading kosher chef is 
a Negro Baptist from the Ba- 
hamas. 

ADAM BURNSIDE, 54-year- 
old native of Nassau, is head 
chef in the kosher kitchen of 
the Chelsea hotel on the Board- 
walk here. 

Burnside has never been in- 
side a synagogue and wouldn't 
know a yarmulke from a fresh- 
man beanie. But during his 30 
years among the matzo balls and 
kreplah, Burnside has received 
the adulation of thousands of 
Orthodox Jewish diners, the vast 
majority of whom had no idea 
their mashgiah-approved goodies 
were prepared by a church-going 
Baptist. 








SALUTE 


BURNSIDE came to the U. S. 
from the Bahamas as a youth 
and began his cooking career 
in Miami Beach as head fry cook 
at the Seven Seas restaurant 
there. During the 10 years he 
held that job, he learned the 
rudiments of preparing’ the 
dishes which delight the Jewish 
palate. 

In 1928 he came to Atlantic 
City and took over as head man 
in the kitchen of the strictly 
kosher Biltmore hotel. He later 
performed the same function in 
the Austin hotel, Ritz-Carlton 
hotel, St. Charles hotel, Break- 
ers hotel, the Old English House 
and the Lorraine hotel, He 
moved to the Chelsea this year 





when New Yorker Mel Kaye 
took over its operation. 

ADAM IS noted for his matzo 
balls, potato latkes, gefilte fish 
and cheeze blintzes. 

“No one makes matzo balls 
the way I do,” he told The POST 
and OPINION. 

HE CONFIDED he uses chick- 
en fat, beef fat and eggs and 
whips the batter like whipped 
cream, and serves his matzo balls 
only in chicken consomme. 

He’s given his recipes to rab- 
bis, and has received the personal 
commendation of resort Rabbi 
Moshe Shapiro, president of the 
Atlantic County Board of Rab- 
bis, and Rabbi Alexander Rosen- 
berg, of New York, chief food 
administrator of the Union of 
Orthodox Rabbis.

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Thumping Mapai Victory Attributed to Peace and Prosperity

NEW YORK—Several inter- 
esting points emerge from the 
election results in Israel. Chief 
among these is the extraordinary 
maturity and unexpected sense

It should not be thought that 
the Mapai victory was expected. 
It was not. No responsible politi- 
cal leader ever concedes in ad- 


in strength, yet this was the gen- 
eral expectation in Israel. The 
problem in Mapai was to arrest 
that decline. In 1951 they had 
polled 37 per cent of the vote; 
in 1955, they had received 32 per 
cent. Could they at least hold 
the same ground? To this end, 
Mapai directed its major politi- 
cal attack against the Herut 





party, leader of the opposition. 
The two were in fact struggling 
for the large mass of unaffiliat- 
ed “floating” votes. The count 
shows that Mapai surged up to 
38 per cent of the total vote cast, 
and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that there is jubilation in 
their camp. , 


THERE IS an important by- 
product of this victory. Mapai 
campaign manager and strate- 
gist was Haifa’s Joseph Almogi. 
Together with Abba Khoushi, he 
has long been a party maverick, 
and not always persona grata in 
national party circles. He led the 
unpopular and unsuccessful Ata 
Textile strike a few years ago, 
and was squelched-by his party 
leaders. With his success in the 
election, he unmistakably emerg- 
es aS a new and important’ fac- 
tor in Mapai’s national affairs, 
representing as he does the trade 
union wing of the party. 

American General Zionists will 
find no satisfaction in the poor 
showing of the party which en- 
joys their sympathies. The Gen- 
eral Zionists polled 16 per cent 
in 1951; 1 per cent in 1955; and 
only about 6 per cent this year. 
The party was torn by internal 
dissension, had no striking or 
commanding issues which could 
appeal to the electorate, and was 
lacking in the kind of leadership 
which gets votes.

We can assume that Dr. Judah Shapiro, former na- 
tional director of the Hillel Foundations, in calling on 
lay leaders of the Jewish Center movement (P-O, Nov. 6) 
to defy rabbinical vetoes, was directing his advice to 
community center officials beset with the problems of 
Saturday opening. 


HIS WAS A bold recommendation. 

In Detroit, the board of the Jewish Community Cen- 
ter when it voted to open the center on Saturdays stirred 
up a storm of protest, lead by Philip Slomovitz, editor 
of the respected Jewish News there. 


TO THE OBSERVANT Orthodox, the step advocated 
by Dr. Shapiro is a call to desecration of the Sabbath. 
To the Conservative of the left wing, and Reform, his 
advice, if implemented successfully, is a breakthrough 
against the practice of honoring Orthodox views to assure 
community co-operation in joint endeavors. 


The POST and OPINION is inclined to disagree with 
Dr. Shapiro, but not on grounds that an Orthodox Jew 
would commend. 


IN ANOTHER 25 years or so, when the Sabbath as 
a day of surcease from weekly duties has been re-estab- 
lished in the American Jewish community, the reopening 
of our Jewish centers for programs in consonance with 
the day would be a forward, positive, constructive step. 

Today it would be a move in the wrong direction, 
and very likely reverse the trend, slow moving as it has 
been, towards observance of the Sabbath by the com- 
munity, at least from a technical standpoint. 


THE ISRAELI ELECTION 


American Jewry will derive a great deal of satisfac- 
tion from the victory of David Ben-Gurion and his Mapai 
party in the Israeli elections last week. 


THE TIES BETWEEN the Israelis and the American 
Jewish community have been for these many years odd 
because of the socialist character of the man who epito- 
mizes Israel most with the world today—Ben-Gurion—and 
the party he leads. 

American Jews are predominantly capitalistic, even 
those who profess liberal leanings. But this is not the 
entire picture, because Ben-Gurion has tended to intro- 
duce more and more free enterprise into the Israeli econo- 
my, and has definitely tied his foreign policy to the side 
of the west. 


AS A RESULT, the directions of the government have 
have been towards a liberalized form of socialism which 
has been willing to break with doctrinaire theories in 
favor of practical considerations. 

Not many in the U. S. would quarrel with this de- 
velopment. 

Consequently Ben-Gurion’s success and the defeat of 
the right and left wing parties whose accension to power 
might have embarrassed the more sensitive and less secure 
of U. S. Jewry, will be welcome. 


INCONSISTENCIES SHOW UP 


The inconsistencies of American Jewish life reveal 
themselves in the results of the survey (P-O, Nov. 6) of 
the Charleston, W. Va. Jewish community. 


ALTHOUGH ONLY nine out of the non-Jewish mates 
in the 84 intermarriages had been formally converted to 
Judaism, many of the children of the other 75 inter- 
married couples were evidently being brought up as Jews. 
This was shown by the figures revealing that 43 children 
out of the 100 of the intermarried couples were attending 
Jewish religious schools. 

The survey confirmed that more Jewish males inter- 
marry. This reflects not greater adherence to Judaism by 
Jewish women as it does western mores which make the 
male the aggressive suitor in courtship. 


THE FIGURES showing that of 8 children of the 84 
intermarried couples who thus far have been led to the 
marriage altar, only two have wed Jews are inconclusive 
and probably misleading. These children are products of 
a time when Judaism was held as inferior even by Jews 
themselves. The percentage of children of intermarried 
couples who marry now or in the future and choose Jew- 
ish mates should grow and in fact very likely become 
the majority. 

The Charleston Jewish community has performed a 
service through this kind of painstaking survey, which, 
it seems to us, has provided more fundamental informa- 
tion than has been heretofore been made available in 
similar Jewish community surveys. 


A FOLLOWUP in another ten years should provide 
even more valuable information to students of Jewish life 
in America, since it would indicate trends and directions 
which can only be guessed at from one survey. 












the EDITOR'S CHAIR --- 





You had to see Brandeis University as 
I saw it, first when it boasted only the castle, 
a relic of a former veterinarian school near 
Waltham, then about five years ago when 
hardly any of the new buildings were com- 
pleted, and then this past week-end when a 
tremendous crowd participated in the dedi- 
cation of the Goldfarb library. 


THE LIBRARY is magnificent in the in- 
terior, and although I’m not too much im- 
pressed with the architecture of the campus 
as a whole, I imagine it’s because I can’t 
know the picture of the campus as it will 
be when all the structures now in the plan- 
ning stage (two are currently being built) 
are finished. 

Yet no school exists on its building. It 
exists on its spirit of learning and inquiry, 
and its faculty and student body. 

So we report to you that Brandeis is 
no less than a Vassar or Harvard, today only 
a short few years in existence, already a 
citadel of learning that compares favorably 
with the top Eastern schools. 

LET ME DOCUMENT this. 

For the two days we were on the cam- 
pus, we questioned the students persistently, 
trying to draw them out, to find why they 
went to Brandeis in the first place, their feel- 
ings about the faculty and the administra- 
tion, their attitudes towards the concept of 
a Jewish-supported school of higher learning, 
ete. 

When we were told that too much em- 
phasis was being placed on building, we didn’t 
accept this but questioned further until we 
forced a “but” or two, and then a confes- 
sion from our informants. They conceded that 
maybe they were merely parroting what they 
had heard and could not support by their own 
observation the inference they first imparted. 

WHEN SOMEONE told me that the ath- 
letes were considered a paid and therefore 
separate part of the student body, we prodded 
further, trying to get the basic truth, not 
what someone had said and others repeated. 

And so on, 

Of course, we had a perfect chance to 
really guage Brandeis in our daughter, Miriam, 
who is a freshman. Not a slouch when it 
comes to brains, and stubborn like a good 
newspaperman, Miriam is having a struggle 
of it to keep abreast of her studies. The other 
undergraduates we talked with, all seemed 
to feel that the work load was heavy, some 
too much but hardly anyone seemed willing 
to say that the scholastic standards were less 
high than on other campuses like Harvard 
or Vassar or MIT, etc. 

AS TO THE Jewishness of the campus, 
we weren't exp cting much. We know that 
college youth r.vel against restraints of all 
kinds, and are fed on the idea of the need 
for inquiry, which hardly makes them, im- 
mature as they necessarily are, good candi- 
dates for observance of ritual or faith. One 
youngster said he felt that the non-Jews on 
the campus have a rough time, because Bran- 
deis is so predominantly Jewish, but then 
said this was no more or less than the same 
condition in reverse for Jews on the cam- 
puses where the non-Jews are the majority. 

We gathered that most of the students 
are from the Northeast portion of the U. S. 
and that only slowly are students from other 
ports of the country coming to Brandeis. But 
those we did interrogate, and this was ,a 
question we put to each of them, showed 
clearly that they went to Brandeis because 
they thought it was a good school. Some

However, 
J will not say that one cannot be- 
come a convert to Judaism if he 
is really convinced. The Japanese 
professor, Abraham Kazuto, who 
jived in a country without Jews, 
and the entire Italian village, 
whose members were practically 
ynaware of the Jewish world yet 
managed to find what they 
sought. I knew one fellow per- 
sonally, who attended the Yeshiva 
together with me. He was ac- 
cepted and his sincerity was 
taken for granted. The same 
holds true for Dr. Burkey, if he 
has accepted Judaism out of 
conviction, and practices the 
three essentials of Judaism: Sab- 
path, Kashruth, and Taharas 
Hamishpocho. 

I am particularly against con- 
yersion “American style” the way 
it is done by those rabbis, who 
are least concerned with Juda- 
ism, and least equipped to per- 
form this service properly. These 
religious leaders who have sold 
Judaism as-you-like-it-canry- 





coated employing Madison Ave. 
methods, are finding empty syna- 


gogues on Saturday mornings. 
Perhaps the publicity of bringing 
in converts will attract attend- 
ance. 

Knowisg American Jewry at 
first hand, through my studied 
experience, I can safely state that 
of all the conversions done in this 
manner in the United States, 98 
per cent will wind up in church 
with the third generation. The 
greatest percentage of ‘conver- 
sions is provoked NOT by infor- 
mation, NOT by conviction, NOT 
by revelation — BUT by the cold 
calculations of very practical and 
ambitious individuals, without 
Icyalties to their families or to 
their faith. These girls do not 
have scruples about how they 
manage to get into this situation. 
I have been approached many 
times to perform the transforma- 
tion. My questioning always 
brought out the same replies: 
Jewish men make good hus- 
bands, are good providers, are 
rich anyhow, and, besides it’s too 
late now! (Let me follow this 
through — such men are not 
good husbands, so there are 
sometimes divorces. Do the con- 
verts remain devout Jewesses?) 

We should instead convert the

irreligious, the indifferent, the 
ignorant Jew to the importance 
et the Jewish Sabbath, Festivals, 
and other vital fundamentals of 
the Jewish faith.

Our 
own Jewish individuals who are 
without Jewish . backgroun or 
backbone are the ones who need 
converting to Judaism.

Gross Hits Professionals Who ‘Sabotaged’ Kashruth In Army

While I appreciate the sym- 
pathetic approach of your edi- 
torial of Oct. 30, nevertheless, I 
feel that it is necessary to cor- 
rect certain factual misconcep- 
tions under which you seem tu 
be laboring. 

Firstly, the controversy is not 
“between Reuben Gross and the 
Chaplaincy Commission of the 
National Jewish Welfare Board.” 

Secondly, the National Jewish 
Welfare Board is not faced with 
any dilemma “because the U. S. 
Jewish Community has not taken 
a stand on the isse.” 

Thirdly, the question of “set-, 
ting Jews apart” is merely a red 
herring. It has nothing to do with 
the issue. 

Shortly after receipt of the let- 
ter of Deputy Secretary of De- 
fense, Reuben Robertson in 1957 
wherein he said that the matter 
had been discussed “with repre- 
sentatives of the National Jewish 
Welfare Board who are in agree- 
ment that such religious segre- 
gation would be highly undesir- 
eble,” the issue of “segregation” 
was fully and fairly debated be- 
fore the National Executive Com- 
mittee of the Armed Services Di- 
vision of the National Jewish 
Welfare Board. I there pointed 
out that if serving kosher food 





Catholic and Jewish soldiers was 
also segregation and that all the 
services sponsored by the Na- 
tional Jewish Welfare Board was 
“segregation. Of course, none of 
this is segregation, unless attend- 
ance is compulsory, and no one 
suggested that anyone be com- 
pelled to eat kosher. Major Gen- 
eral Melvin Krulewich then made 
the statemanlike observation that 
Kashruth was the norm in Jew- 
ish life, and though individuals 
may not observe it, yet organiza- 
tionally, as Jews, it should be 
supported. The upshot of the ids- 
cussion was a motion, unani- 
mously supported (except by the 
representative fro mthe, Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee who ab- 
stained for reasons not connected 
with the issue of “segregation”) 
to send a letter to the Defense 
Department which stated: 


“We are not opposed, but on 
the contrary, are in favor, of the 
military providing some practi- 
cal plan. to aid Jewish military 
personnel who are observant of 
the dietary laws to meet their 
religious obligations, even if this 
requires their eating separately.” 
This letter. signed by Rabbi Mor- 
ris Lieberman and Col, Harry 
Henshel, is now the unanimous 
official position of the American 





consistituted segregation, then |Jewish Community.” 
feparate chapels for Protestant, Aryeh Lev, though present at 
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that meeting, did not then &peak 
up against this proposition, al- 
though he previously went on 
record as saying that the Nation- 
al Jewish Welfare Board was 
“unalterably opposed” to such a 
program as constituting “segre- 
gation.” 

The policy urged by the UOJCA 
is now officially fully supported 
by the lay membership of the 
National Executive Committee of 
the National Jewish Welfare 
Board. My dispute, therefore, is 
not with the organization but 
with the professionals who have 
effectively sabotaged the official 
policy of the entire Jewish Com- 





munity. Let me hasten to add 
that'I have found the great-ma- 
jerity of the professionals of the 
National Jewish Welfare Board 
to be sincerely dedicated workers.

The li- 
belous entry called forth a storm 
of protest against the pu'tlishers, 
who said that it was an error, 
Further examination of the en- 
cyclopedia, which is found in al- 
most every French home (it is a 
kind of a World Almanac) dis- 


closed hat it was rotten with 
anti-Semitism. Hitler -was de- 
scribed as a_ politician who 


brought on World War II. A 
Jew was defined as a money- 
seeker. Dreyfus was described ag 
“one connected with a trial.” 
Caught red-handed Larousse de- 
stroyed 300,000 copies of its book, 
and a number of French organi- 
zations are clamoring for a full- 
dress investigation (A. Shulman, 
in the Forward).

On Social Anti-Semitism; Pfeffer 


@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 
The quotation of the statement 
made by me to your reporter in 
respect to the chapter on Jews in 
“The Status Seekers” does not 
accurately reflect what I said. 
Apparently, the necessity of com- 
pression resulted in a somewhat 
distorted report of my views. 

The first sentence is accurate. 
I did say that social discrimina- 
tion is one of the least impor- 
tant problems facing American 
Jewry. The rest of the quotation. 
however, is not quite what I said. 

What I said was that there 
are many people who believe that 
some sort of anti-Semitism is 
necessary in order to insure Jew- 
ish survival. If this is so, and if 
social anti-Semitism can serve 
that purpose, the price is cheap. 

For my own part, I do not be- 
lieve that Jewish survival de- 
pends upon anti-Semitism. I am 
convinced that Judaism has with 
in it its own jystification for sur- 
vival and does not need the arti- 
ficial prop of anti-Semitism. 

I might also add that when 
my opinion was sought, I made 
it clear that I was speaking for 
myself alone, and that the view 
expressed by me did not neces- 
sarily represent the position of

NEW YORK (P-O) — Yeshiva 
University launched a ten-year 
program to develop two cam- 
puses at a cost of $30,000,000. Dr. 
Samuel Belkin, university presi- 
dent, called the building program 
the “most dynamic undertaking 
in Yeshiva’s history.”

He is 
only trying to get the facts and 
then let the people act intelli- 
gently. Dr. Beiler has been a 
champion in the realm of good 
human relations.”
